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The existing differences between Lhasa and Zhikatse (38-53, 29-15) have an 
economic as well aa a religious basis. A former Dalai Lama once sent his 

son to be tutored by the head lama of Tashi Lumpo monastery in Zhikatse. 

In appreciation of the exoallent results obtained by the tutor, the Dalai 

Lama, known as the Inoarnation of the Buddha of Lercy, mide the head lama 

of éhikatse the Incarnation of the Buddha of Eternal Light+. There is 

some question in the minds of Tibetans as to which of the two Inoarnations 

is superior; however, the Buddha of Eternal Light has always paid heavy revenues 
revenues to the Buddha of seroy. 


The system of land tenure in the Zhikatse area causes more class sonflict 
in this province than exists in any other part of Tibet. The farmers in 
this area, more dissatisfied than farmers elsewhere in Tibet, are being 
used by the Communists for the spreading of propaganda. The feudal lords 
have to some extent banded together to act against the disgruntled farmers. 


About the end of 1949, the Lhasa authorities appointed Panchen Rimpoche®, 
an old Lhasa prelate, as head lama of Tashi Lumpo monastery and Lhasa High 
Commissioner in Zhikatse. Aocording to reports from Zhikatee, he is 
treating the people well and is personally well-~ liked.* Tashi Lumpo is 
the main monastery of Zhikatse, and its monks support the Panohen Lama. 

The appointment of Panchen Rimpoche may be a device of the Lhasa Government 
to win over the monke of this monastery, or at least to keep themselves 
informed of their activities. 


It is believed that the Tashi Lumpo monks would support the Panchen Lama 
against the Dalai Lama only if the latter's party should try to keap the 
Panchen Lama out of Tibet by force.” However, since the Panchen Lama in 
Tainghai Province has not been appointed to his position by Tibetan rites,” 
it is by no means certain that, az an individual, he sould count on thia 
support. 
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5 The ]2-year-old Panchen Lama, who resides in Khumbun, a monastery near 
Hsining, has aever been in Tibet. He and his entire family are under the 
control of the Chinese Communists. He has informed the Tibetan Government 
that he wishes to go to Zhikatse with a Chinese escort. The Lhasa Govern- 
ment replied that if he came to Zhikatse they would have another election 
to the position of Panchen Lama, and that he would have to go to Tibet 
without a Chinese escort.’
